INT ceſſions: Thoſe who were againſt them, detiring no Peace nor Healing 
of the Kingdoms Breaches, made this the Queſtion ; Whether the Kings 
anſwer to the Propoſutions, were ſatzsfatrory,cr not [atzs/aGory ? but- thoſe 
who defired :Peace and ſettlement, ,made-this the only ftate of the 
Queſhon ; Whether the Anſwers of the King to the Propeſitions of both Houſes, 
were a grouad for the Honſe to proceed upon, for the ſettlement of the Peace 
of the Kingdom ? - After. tour dayes and .one whole nights ſerious de- 
bate, the Queſtion being put as laſt ſtated, Decemb. 5. 1t was carried in 
the Affirmative, without any Diviſion of the Elm e; when there were 244, 
Members in it, belides 60 more declaring themſelvs tor it,who through 
age, cold, and mfirmity ( being unable to fit up all night) departed be 
fore the Queſtion put, the Diſſenters being not the third part of the 

Members then preſent. | The Army contrary to beth Houſes Orders 

were drawn up to Weſtm, and removed the ordinary Gards of the Houſe 

out of therr gnarters,giving out menaces during this debate againſt all who 
ſhould vote for the Conceſſions, on purpole to interrupt and prevent this 

Vote,and that by Confederacy with ſome of the Diſſenting M:mtcrs, Yet 

ſuch was the courage, conſtancy, and lincerity of the faithful Members, 

that-maugre all Oppoſitions and Difficulties, they pur and carried the 

Vote upon ſuch grounds of Reaſon, Truth, Fuſtice, Honefty and publick 1a- 

tereſt, as all their Oppofites were unable to contradidt or refute, 

TheVote being patled,the.Houſe appointed Mr.P:erpoint,and fix other 

Members to repair that Afternoou to the bead quarters, to confer with the Ge= 

eral and his Officers, to keep aright underſtanding and good Correſpondency 

between the Houſe, and the General and Army; and then adjourned till the 
next-morning. The Commiſſioners: repairing to the head quarters that 

Afternoon wereſo rudely treated, that oze or two of them were ſecured Ly 

ſome Army-Officers, and the reſt put off aud flighted without any conferrence 

Decem+, 6.the Army-Officers ſent ſundry Regiments of horſe and foot 

early in the morning to Weftminfter in a warizke manner , who placed 

them elves in the -Pallace-yards., the Court of Requeſts, Hall, Court 
of Wards,ftairs, Lobby of the Houſe, and all approaches to it, to {ecure 
and fechide choſe Members who aflented to this Vote ; Collonel Price 

& other Officers who commanded the gards having a Lift in their hands 

>f the Members names to be ſecured and ſecluded, given them, as was 

reported by Cornelius Holland , and other difſenting Members, That 
morning they forcibly ſecluded above 30. Membess, keeping them 

out of che Houſe perforce as.they came to the Lobby, and 7 cards x 
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Members.in the Stairs and Lobby, pulling two more out of the op 
it ſelfinto which they got betore the Officers eſpyed them: Theſe 45. 
Members they {ecured all day in the Qveens Court, reftifing to obey the 
Orders of thole then {fitting in the Houle, who being acquainted with 
their ſeiſurc, ſent the Serjeant twice fo command their attendance in the 
Houſe, without any obedience or ſucceſs : At night all the {ecu red Mem- 
Lers but 4, inſtead of being caried to Wallingford Horſe to treat with the 
General and Officers, as was promiled, were unexpettedly thruſt into a 
place called Hell In Feſt: & there kept Priſoners On the bare boards all 
che uight, though extreme cold. The next morung Z- More Members 
were ieiied, and many others ſecluded, affronted coming to the Honſe. 
Thoſe in Hell about 9. ofthe clock were carried fafting to F/7iiteballto 
confer with the General and Arny-Offcers, who imperioufly made them 
dance attendance on them ina very cold room without fire (for ſundry 
hoursJor meat or drink(but ſome burnt Wine and Biskets they ſent for 
chicher) til 7 a clock at night, not vouchſating fo much as to lee or 
confer with any ofthem.as they promiſed; and then ſent them Priloner's 
co the Kings Head and Swan, tarough the ſnow and dirt, garded with 3 
Muſquetiers apiece and Gards of Horſe befides, like the vileſt Rogues 
and Traytors ; and there detained moſt of tkem Priſoners ſundry weeks, 
ſending ſome of them cloſe Priſoners to St. Fames, and afterwards to 
IWVindſor Caftle divers months ſpace, without the leaſt particular accuſa- 
tion, impeachment, hearing or tryal. The only cauſe of this their Impri- 
{onment and Seclyfton, as the Officers confeſs in their Anſwer to the Houſe, 
touching the grounds of our ſecuring, 74#.3. was our Vote of Decemb. 
5. Which the General and General Council of Officers thus particularly | 
expreſſed the very next day, Decemb, 6.1648. ( the day they ſecured | 
and ſecluded us) in their Propoſals and defires to the Commoyxs in Pars | 
liament : wherein they deſire, that ſome Members by name may he ſecs.

5. touching 
the Kings conceſſions, according to the Armie Officers Propoſals, as hight) 
difhenourableto the Parliament, and deſtrufve ty the peace of the Kingdom, 
aud tending to the breach of the pyblick faith of the Kingdoms ; publ i{hing A 
' Declaration yams 15. exprefling their Reaſons for aynulling and repealing 
theſe Votes. And Dec. 18.8 20. paſſed 2.Orders,that none ſpould fit or att 
Members, tili they bad made and ſvbſcribed their particulay Proteſtation g« 
gainſt thy Vote, In purſute whereof Decemb. 20. 34 Members (where. 
of 15. are now fitting, the reft dead or abſent) entred their diſſcnts and 
proteſts againit thas Vote, Decemb. 21. 3. more,now fitting,entred theirs: 
Decemb. 25. 6. more(5. now fitting) entred their difſents, yet they 
fat as an Houſe 4. daies, before 40 of taem had entred their proteſts, 
aud afcerwards admitted others to fit, without entring any Proteſtati- 
on, contrary to their Order, By colour of which Orders alone, and of 
their Vote, Jan. 11. upon the Armie Officers Anſwer , That the Houſe 
doth approve of the ſubance of the Anſwer of the General Council of the Officer; 
of the Army to the demands of this Houſe touching the ſecuring and ſecluding 
6f ſome Members thereof : And doth appoint a Committee ( of 24 ) to conſider 
what is furtber to be done wpou the ſaid Anſwer , &c. And of another 
Order im purſute of thele February 2. ( three dayes after the 
Kings beheading) they have without any particular accuſation, ſum- 
mons or hearing atall, by their Vote of Jan. 5. 1659. adjutged and de-
